referenced HCUA report item 1, page 21, which referred to Mr. Hoover's 
criticism of "psuedo-Uberals" as specifically meaning the Fund for the Republic. 
Arens wiU also have deleted from item 2, page 43, the very ill-advised statement, 
"A great deal of material relating to a bias must be contained in the files of the 
FBI. " Arens was most embarrassed that his staff had allowed this statement to 
slip by. 




On page 82, item 3, the HCUA report quotes a passage from the 
Director's article which appeared in the January, 1958, issue of "American 
Mercury" entitled "The Deadly Menace, Psuedo-Liberals. " The article reters 
specifically to^rganizatlmis which protest they are fighting for freedom bat in 
reality **. . . o&viously dedicate their efforts to thwart the very cotacepts of 
securi^';, ..." The article further states that "Some such organizationa are 
supported by tax-exempt funds . . . . " The HCUA report then goes on to apply the 
Director's state^nts specifically to the Fund for the Republic and infers that the ^ 
Director hjnd thejE^ind for the Republic in mind when he T^rote this article. Arens rw
